The practical working of this is as follows: 
Goods purchased at the place of manufacture in 
an interior town in any foreign country, for the | 
United States, must be invoiced first at their 
actual cost. To this must be added the cost of 
the boxes, bales, glass, crates, or other package 
in which they may be inclosed; the cartage to 


the cartage to the ship, including storage, if 
there be any, commission not less than 234 per 
cent, brokerage, dockage fees, export duty, and 
all other expenses attending the shipment. The 
amount of all this has to be added as part of the 
value of the goods, and upon the arrival in the 
United States is charged with the duty of 30, 40, 
50, or 60 per cent tax, that is collected upon the 
goode themselves. In cases, however, where 
these additional costs exceed 10 per cent of the 
first cost of the goods, then an additional tax of 
20 pef cent is levied upon the additional value. 
The omission of any of these items of expense 
in the declared value of the goods at the custom- 
house involves the forfeiture of the whole im- 
portation, and subjects the importer to fine and 
imprisonment. This provision of the law, how- 
ever, is considered an imperative necessity 
the principle of protection. ’ 
DEATH OF CHIEF JUSTICE CHASE. 
The death of Chief Justice Chase carries the 
mind back to the inception of the Anti-Slavery 
movement asa political element in the history 
of the nation.

Grant that he was ambitious of the Presidency, 
‘and that many of his acts were moulded upon 
that ambition (an ambition almost insepara- 
ble from such stations as he filled), the 
fact remains that he rendered to nie" 
country great and memorable services. Few 
of our public men have been more highly or 
more deservedly honored, He has now followed 
bis great compeer and colleague, Seward, to the 
grave. Hie name, like that of Mr. Seward, will 
fill a large space in the history of the nation’s 
most eventful epoch, and, as the petty strifes 
und bickerings of politics shall drop into their 
appropriate oblivion, his name will shine with an 
ever-brightening lustre.
